Now York, April 25.—Tho Vetcranss of 


the Union League clubjrf Brooklyn this 
afternoon unveiled a collosal equestrian 
statute of General Grant in front of their 
dub house. Tho statute is of bronze fif- 
teen feet and eight inches high and is on 
a mounted pedestal sixteen feet high. 
The dedication was mode the occasion of 
a splendid military pageant, by ten thou- 
sand soldiers of the regular army, sailors 
Mid jnarlne from the navy-yard and the 
State militia.

ISfe procession was reviewed by Governor 
Morton. The ceremony of unveiling was 
performed by U. S. Grant, grandson of 
tho general, in the presence of 20,000 
people.

The idea that germs are parasitical 


creatures which roam about the body, 
seeking to devour and destroy, is en- 
tirely false. 


In the first place, germs are not "ani- 


mals," but vegetable bodies, starting a! 
a minute point and by degrees branch- 
ing out over a larger area.

Wera 
this true, the great numbers which 
continually find entrance into the body 
would soon prove overwhelming, no 
matter how great the power of resist^ 
once of the system might be. 


In their growth, however, certain 


[Terms manufacture and excrete a 
substance which is a direct poison to 
living animal matter. It is possible 
to extract and isolate this substance 
ns effectually as we extract morphin 
from opium, and, by injecting it into 
the veins of an animal, to cause the 
peculiar forms of disturbance known 
as diphtheria or scarlet fever. 


The same process takes place if the 


original habitation of the germ is in a 
human body. A suitable thriving place 
having been found, this point becomes 
at once not only a breeding place for 
the germs themselves, but a manufac- 
tory which is continually sending out 
into the system a greater or smaller 
supply of deadly poison. 


It will be apparent now what a:i 


advantage has been afforded us in com 
bating affections which arise from 
such sources. 


The successful manner in which diph- 


theria has lately been treated is due 
says the Youth's Companion, not so 
much to the fact thnt the germ of thai 
disease has been found capable of iso- 
lation, as to the fact that we hav 
learned the true nature of the disturb 
ance in all disorders of this kind, ant 
have been fortunate in coming upon the 
particular substance which v*ill nets 
tralize the poison which has been se 
creted.

Paper Telegraph Pole*. 


Paper telegraph poles are the latest 


development of the art of making paper 
useful. These poles are mode of paper 
pulp, in which borax, tallow, etc., are 
mixed in small quantities. The pulp 
is cast in a mold, with a core in the 
center, forming a hollow rod in the 
desired length, the cross-pieces beini* 
held by key-shaped wooden pieoesdnven 
in on either side of the pole. The paper 
poles are said to be lighter and stronger 
than those of wood, and to be unaf- 
fected by sun, rain, dampness, or any 
of the other causes which shorten the 
life of a wooden pole.—Natural Science 
Newi. 


Tree Growing Through Ban. 


In Nevada. Mo., a young catalpa tree, 


about 20 feet tall, is growing1 with a 
section of a coal stove grate firmly at- 
tached near its roots. The tree has 
grown through the ban of the grate 
from the seed. and. as it increased in 
diameter, the wood lapped over and un- 
der the bars, holding it as in a vise.

News has been received from Forty 


Mile, on the Yukon river, in Alaska, that 
work there is scarce, provisions high 
and that miners who go to the Yukon 
country without money are certain, to 
Bave trouble and possibly to starve. Six 
hundred men wintered at Circle City 
uad 800 more at Forty Mile. Several 
thousand men are rushing in thisspring, 
taking, in most instances, only enough, 
provisions to last, them until they reach 
Ihe mining camps. As there are but 
three steamers plying on the Yukon be- 
tween its mouth and the mining camps 
it is very doubtful if enough supplies 
fan be taken up the river to feed these 
thousands of 'men over another winter. 


The number wintering: on the Yukon 


this winter will be at least three times 
us great as that last year. Recent let- 
ters state that provisions became so 
scarce in some of the outlying district/? 
in January that dog meat had to be 
resorted to in order to make the regular 
provisions hold out until June, when the 
first steamer will get up the river. H 
is feared that some of the men in these 
camps have died of starvation. These 
reports have not in the leastdiminishec 
the great, rush to Alaska. Within a 
week 500 men have gone, north. Hal 
of these will go to the Yukon and the 
other half to Cook's inlet. 


A letter just received from Forty Mile 


says: 


"Of the 200 or 800 miners who left tti 


Yukon last fall nearly 
everyone wa 
"broke." There were a dozen in our part 
when we came In last March, some of whot 
spent eight or ten years on the river, an 
they were all "broke." Still they had mart 
people cm the outside believe they wer 
rich. At present our best prospect is th 
hope of getting trusted at the stores, bt 
If the miners are .fortunate next summer1 
everything will be O. K. But few new pros- 
pects were opened up here last summer. 
The problem I am trying to solve is the 
buying of a whole year's provisions, for 
prices have pone up. If a man can make- 
enough money in the summer time to buy 
a year's grubstake and clothing he runs n. 
good chance of finding paying dirt by pros- 
pectins in the winter time. However, a 
miner might live here 20 years and not find 
a good prospect. At the present time. 
January 25, the thermometer stands <c 
degrees below zero." 
A. L. Smith, who went to the Yukon 


country last year, writes: 


"The mines haven't turned out as well a* 


expected. Provisions are very scarce at 
Borne camps. The condition of exiles In 
Siberia Is preferable to living in this God- 
forsaken place." 


These letters are more discouraging 


than any others received. Others say 
that the Yukon is a good country for 
men who have $500 and can stand hard 
knociis.

A most appalling discovery was made 


this morning when the decomposed body 
of an unkown man was found in the 
grove near the Mattes brick yard east of 
the city. The body was that of a man 
who had undoubtedly been murdered. It 
was carefully covered up by the leaves and 
it must have been there since the cold 
weather as an overcoat and heavy mit- 
tens were found with it. 


The Discovery. 


The horrible discovery was made by M. 


G. Marsh, a young man from Marion, 
Ohio, who has been in the city for the 
past week visiting the family of Henry 
Stimmel at No. 446 East Olive street. 
He was going to tho river to fish.and was 
accompanied by Peter and Joe Stimmel, 
aged 16 and 14 years respectively. They 
went through the grove to make a short 
cut to the river. Marsh noticed a big pile 
of- leaves near a atump and when he 
brushed them away with a stick he was 
horrified to find that they concealed tho 
body of a man. Ho did not investigate fur- 
ther but camo at once to the city and no- 
tified tho officers. • 


The place where the body was found was 


by no means an obscure ono and it seems 
queer that it had never boen discovered 
before. The grove is situated just west 
of the Mattes brlek yard and is between 
the I., D. & W. railroad and the Cowford 
wagon rood. Many persons pass through 
the place on their way to the river and 
the people who live in that vicinity say 
that tramps .often camp in the grove. 
Marshal Mason, Coroner Bendure, Assist- 
ant States Attorney A. H. Mills, a Re- 
publican reporter and Marsh, the man 
who made tho discovery, went at once to 
the place. Howard Hanthorn, of the Wy- 
koff and Reeves' undertaking establish- 
ment, was summoned and came to take 
charge of the body. Marsh was greatly 
excited over his experience and when, ho 
started to lead the party of men to where 
lie had found the body he almost lost his 
hearings and was afraid that ho would not 
be able to find it again, but as the big stump 
served as a land mark, there was no diffi- 
culty. ' 


Covered With Leaven. 


The body was concealed in a most cun- 


ning manner and had deceived many per- 
sons who have passed through the woods 
for some time past. The body hod been 
placed faec downward with the head to- 
ward the north near the stump and the 
foet toward the south. Over it had been 
piled the dried leaves and on this were 
several sticks of wood. Then a long polo 
was placed lengthwise over the leaves. In 
this way the body was kept covered and 
it simply looked like the leaves had been 
raked together in a pile for some purpose 
or that they had been blown there by tho 
wind. Persons might pass the place 
often and not suspicion anything wrong. 


Beyond Recognition. 


When tho body was turned over it was 


found to bo in a horrible state of decom- 
position and the face was in such a condi- 
tion that it was impossible to even see 
what kind of a looking man he had been. 
He was a young man, or at least not very 
old as his hair was of a light brown color. 
He was probably five feet eight inches 
tall and must 
have weighed at least 


180 pounds. He was dressed fairly well. 
He wore a pair of heavy black trousers 
with a red stripe in them. The shirt he 
wore was of black material with a. white 
stripe, such as is seen In every clothing 
store and as is worn by working men. 
His coat and vest were of a peculiar ma- 
terial and anyone who had known them 
would be likely to identify him by these 
garments. They were of a black and dark 
red checked material. The clothes look- 
ed as though they had been in a fairly 
good condition when the man died and 
appeared to be better than the apparel of 
a tramp as they were not at all ragged. No 
hat was found. 


Dead Since Winter. 


The man had undoubtedly been dead 


since winter as he wore a black overcoat 
and in one of his pockets was a pair of 


and it looked very much like he had been 
pounded In the face so that in case he was 
found he would not be recognized. Mar- 
shal Mason said that there was not the 
least possible doubt but that the man had 
been foully murdered. 


So far there is no possible way to iden- 


tify the man. He belonged to one of two 
classes of persons. He was a tramp or a 
laboring man, and the latter theory seems 
to be the most likely. His clothes were 
bettor than those of a tramp and his shoes 
looked especially like those of a working 
man. They were of tho shape that is usu:' 
ally worn by laborers and they were of a 
peculiar red color as though the men had 
been working around Ume or brick. On 
the bock of the large envelope in which 
was the stationery were some figures^ 
There were several additions as though 
the man hail been figuring on some jobV 
He was undoubtedly a German or he 
would not very likely have had the clip- 
ping from the German paper. He had 
been to the city when he bought the sta- 
tionery and had probably been murdered 
shortly afterward as none of the letter pa- 
per had been used, 


Of course tho things which were found 


upon the man may have been put thereby 
the persons who killed him but the nioirt 
plausible theory judging from the things 
which were found on the man's body 
that ho was a German laborer and was 
murdered shortly after ho had been in De- 
catur. He had no valuables in his clothes 
and no money at all. It is quite likely 
that he was murdered by tramps as tho 
grove in which he was found is said by 
the people who live in that vicinity to/be 
tho camping place of the tramps who 
travel along the railroad. On the otfier

Travellng Men Did Not Help Themselves 


at tlitt Rec«ut Meeting:. 


Chicago Times-Herald: The represim- 


tatives of the Travelers' Protective associ- 
ation and of the various commercial bod- 
ies who have been here for a couple of 
days' mooting with railroad men to try to 
secure the issuance of a 5,000-mile inter- 
changeable ticket have gone iionic, nud 
judigng from expressions of officials who 
attended tho meetings, their chances of 
getting what they want arc no better than 
they were before. It was almost a fore- 
;ono conclusion that tho meeting would 
result in no good to the traveling sales- 
man's cause. Railroad men have been 
through this same mill many times lie- 
fore, and though the matter was uever 
before presented to them in just its pres- 
ent form, they have always refused to is- 
sue the form of ticket desired. They arc 
prejudiced against such a ticket, and ad- 
vance many arguments as to why it 
should never be isued. Their minds were 
practically made, up before they invited 
the traveling men to meet with them, yet 
they were willing to be convinced to he 
contrary if it wore possible. 
Therefore 


the meeting was called. 


v .It now develops that the meeting, if it 
hod any result, did the petitioners more 
harm than It did good. 
None of the ar- 


guments presented by them were new 
and had all before been considered, Some 
•03? their admissions were new and injured 
ibhdir pleading. It developed during tho 
discussion that 50 per cent of the travel- 
ing salesmen pay their own expenses. To 
the railroad official this separates the in- 
dividual from the shipping interests to .1 
great extent, and also suggests more ma- 
nipulation of tickets than if the expense 
of traveling camo out of the shippers 
pockets. Other admissions regarding the; 
methods of handling oaggagc and excess 
baggage, it is said, also injurred the trav- 
eling man's cause. In addition the evi- 
dence of officials whose roads have thrown 
new safe guards about mileage was in 
favor of the curtailment rather than the 
expansion of this class of transportation. 


At any rate the railroad men, utter the 


traveling men and others had retired, 
failed to take any denfiito action on the 
matter. There was a casual and spirit- 
less discussion of the subject for u. time, 
and the whole question was then referred 
to a committee of the genearl managers 
and general passenger agents of Hues 
members of the Central Passenger com- 
mi.ttee. This committee will meet some- 
time between May 6 and .May 10. It is 
conceded that a decision against the 5,000- 
mile interchangeable ticket will be reach- 
ed, but there Is a prospect that the issu- 
ance of a 1,000-mile or 9,000-mile inter- 
changeable book may be considered with 
favor.
